in the assassination of President Lincoln, is 
having his record torn up. 

J. W. Ervin, secretary of the Franklin 
County ex-Confederate Association, a Virgin- 
ian by birth, was seen today by yeur corre- 
spondent. He said: 

J was formerly a resident of Glenville, the 
county seat of Gilmer county, Virginia, and 
knew General, then Dr., T. M. Harris very 
well. When the war broke out, ‘Old Tom,’ as 
he was familiarly called, was a candidate for 
the lieutenancy of Captain Elam Mitchell’s 
company, raised at that place for the con- 
federate service. In this he was unsuccessful. 
He was then instrumental in the organization 
of the Tenth Virginia regiment of federal 
troops, of which he was commissioned colonel. 
Up to the time of his defeat, he was as rank a 
secessionist as could be found south 
of Mason and Dixon’s line, and 
it was disappointed ambition that made him 
„Trooly Loil.“ These are facts and can be 
proven by any of the old residents of Glen- 
ville, W. Va. 

This is the man who is trying to villify the 
character of Jefferson Davis, a man who, in 
the early days, refused to serveinthe confed- 
erate army, because he could not wear an offi- 
cer’s strap; who then became a unionist to se- 
cure the command ofa regiment,and now after 
a silence of twenty-six years, endeavors to rake 
up the bones of the illustrious dead. He was, 
I am glad to say, not a Virginian by birth, but 
came to Glenville from Pennsylvania.

Rome, Ga., September 16.—{Special .}— 
Here's a sensation in business Gircles for 
Rome, if it is true, and the rumors are on 
the street that it is so. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia Railway Company has purchased the 
White Star Line : steamers. 

What It Means. 

It means that the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia has a monopoly down 
the Coosa river. Last year the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia purchased the 
Rome and Decatur, which runs via Gadsden 
to Attalla, and a purchase of the White 
Star Line means a control of the river 
transportation. Rome's rates by the inter- 
state commerce commission for awhile were 
very unsatisfactory to the merchants; and 
they saved great capital by ordering their 
sugars and other goods from New Orleans 
shipped to Gadsden, Ala., reshipping them 
by water transportation on the White Star 
Line steamers to Rome. 

Rome in Hard Luck. 

While Chattanooga has reduced her rates 
by help of water transportation, Kome, it 
seems, has fallen in the hands of a com- 
peting railroad line. The policy of the 
road is not known. The Coosa river is one 
of the navigable streams in the south and 
in all probability will eventually give 
Rome direct transportation to the gulf of 
Mexico. The river transportation under 
favorable management of the great system 
can add greatly to Rome’s rates. 

The Possibilities of the River. 

It can be made a great factor in the 
city’s prosperity, but, on the other hand, 
itcan be very disadvantageous. The White 
Star Line is owned by Captain J. J. Seay. 
He could not be seen this evening. The 
White Star Line has several steamers. 
Thousands of bales of cotton, supplies and 
lumber by the boat load is transported 
annually. The -White Star Line is the 
only line of steamers now on the river.

GOSSIP OF A DAY, 


Mr. Frank Ellis, of the Keely Company, is 
quoted in a dispatch to an afternoon paper 
as saying that he had taken no part in the 
efforts of the Atlanta merchants to prevent 
the Ryan compromise being accepted by the 
New York creditors.

“We simply object to having a thirty-cents 
man put on an equal footing with us,“ wa; 
the way one Atlanta merchant put it yester- 
dey. “And we simply told the merchants with 
whom we do business, and who are creditors, 
how we felt about it. And we told them, too, 
that we thought they couid get more than 30 
cents on the dollar.“ 

In that same special to THE CONSTITUTION 
it was stated that there was arumor in New York 
to the effect that some of the Atlanta merchants 
had bought up or offered to buy up, some of his 
claims at 30 cents, and that some had been 
bought. That} is literally true. Mr, Ellis may not 
have been one of those who made that offer; nor 
may the rumors apply to Mr. High, Mr. Johnson, 
or Mr. Rich. But the rumor referred to was 
afloat both in New York and Atlanta, and at least 
one of Atlanta’s big merchants, when ap- 
proached upon the subject, does not aeny that 
he has bought some of the claims. 

THE CONSTITUTION, has no desire to 
stir up any controversy among the merchants 
of Atlanta. If they have done all in their 
power to prevent the offer of Mr. Ryan being 
accepted, they have done only what the. in- 
stincts of self-protection would naturally dic- 
tate and what anybody else in their places 
would have done.

Democrats and Their Convictions. 

The democrats of Georgia have on 
many .occasions differed in opinion when 
certain measures and matters of policy 
were discussed in their councils, but when 
the time came for action they have al- 
ways been solidly united and eager to 
uphold the will of the party. 

Despite the indiscreet utterances and 
predictions of a few, we see nothing in 
the situation to justify the belief that the 
Georgia democracy will depart from its 
time-honored and loyal line of conduct. 

Diversity of opinions will not injure 
the party, so long as there is unity of 
action. Every democrat is entitled to his 
own convictions on any question of 
party policy, until the party decides 
upon its plan of campaign and is ready 
for action. Then individual convictions 
must yield to the clearly ascertained and 
solemnly expressed will of the majerity 
of the party. The democrat who follows 
this course is as loyal to the cause as 
any of its followers, and when he openly 
and squarely declares that he wiil stand 
on the party platform, and abide by the 
decision of the majority, no man has a 
right to question his democracy. 

The democratic party has, and will al- 
ways have, a diversity of interests in it. 
The lawyer has some interests that are 
not identical with those of the farmer, 
and what suits the merchant does not 
always suit the professional man. This 
is natural and inevitable, and yet back 
of all this diversity in minor matters it 
is possible for the most harmonious unity 
to exist in the efforts of these indi- 
viduals to carry out the purpose of the 
party and work for the object it has in 
view. 

The fact that at the present time our 
farmers have come together with the de- 
termination to reform some of the great 
evils which oppress them under the ex- 
isting financial system necessarily causes 
them to express their convictions, and 
their choice of a remedy, in a positive 
way. This makes them none the less 
good democrats. Some disagree with 
them, but they are good democrats just 
the same. All these differing members 
of the party have equal rights in it, so 
long as they are willing to stand by the 
action of the majority. If a democrat 
favors or opposes the free coinage of 
Silver, free trade, the expansion of the 
currency or the subtreasury plan, he has 
a right and it is his duty to advocate 
in party councils the meastfres and poli- 
cies which in his judgment should. be 
endorsed by the democracy. For holding 
and advocating any of these views it 
would be oppressive, unjust and undem- 
ocratic for any of his fellow democrsts 
to attempt to read him out of the party, 
or to question his loyalty. 

Here in Georgia the farmers constitute 
about two-thirds or three-fourths of the 
democracy. For generations they haye 
fought the good fight without flinching, 
even when they had to face bayonets in 
order to reach the ballot box. They 
have always bowed to the will of the 
party, and there is no reason to fear 
that they will not do so in the future. 
Such splendid devotion to the cause— 
such untiring work—such willingness to 
yield to the decision of the party call 
for reciprocal virtues on the part of the 
democrats who are not personally identi- 
fied with the agricultural interest. Those 
who do not agree with the farmers as to 
the best policy to bé pursued cannot con- 
sistently set up the standard of a mi- 
nority and insist that the majority shall 
adopt it. 

The rule works precisely the other way. 
If the farmers are willing to yield to 


mme majority of the democratic party, all. 
good democrats who do not agree with 
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It is well to bear these things in 
mind as we go along. The Georgia 
democracy will remain solidly united nn- 
less the unwise attempt is made to sup- 
press free thonght and free speech. We 
have never come to that in the past, 
and there is little prospect of such folly 
now. 


Free Silver and the Speakership. 

Congressman Catchings, of Mississippi, 
who has been in the house for six years, 
says that Judge Crisp will be elected speaker. 
His opinion is based not only on what he 
knows of the personal popularity of the 
Georgia congressman, but on the fact that 
democrats who, like Mills, favor a cam- 
paign with the tariff as the sole issue, are 
making a mistake and do not represent the 
purpose or desires of the party. 

The tariff issue is an important one, and 
its prominence is undoubtedly of advantage 
to the democrats, but the silver question is 
equally as important, and the democratic 
party cannot afford to ignore it. The two 
issues taken together make, in our opinion, 
an invincible platform, a platform on which 
the party will win an overwhelming victory. 
To ignore either of these great issues would 
be to handicap the party and make the re- 
sult at least doubtful. 

For the question of financial reform is 
just as important, and perhaps more press- 
ing than the reduction of taxation. The 
people want more money to carry on the 
business of the country. The banks and 
the gold sharks have all the money they 
want, and they do not perceive that there is 
a dearth of currency anywhere. When a 
pressure comes upon them, as it did last 
fall, all they have to do is to call the peo- 
ple’s treasury to theiraid aud inflate their 
credits until the crisis is past; but there is 
other business in the country besides that 
which is carried on by the banks and the 
gold sharks, 

The banks have plenty of money to lend 
on call and for speculative purposes, but 
they have none to lend on time. Thus it is 
that the lack of money interferes with legit- 
imate business. New enterprises are 
brought toa standstill and industrial de- 
velopment stops. Millions of dollars’ worth 
of labor power that could be made available 
if there were money enough, is going to 
waste in this country today. The energy 
necessary to embark in newenterprises and 
to engage in industrial development is ready 
and waiting—the labor power that it needs 
is willing and anxious; but the money nec- 
essary to put this energy in motion and to 
utilize this labor power is not forthcoming. 

Nevertheless, the financial experts will 
tell you that there is money enough in the 
country, and prove it by showing that nine- 
tenths of the business (that is to say, the 
business of exchange between the banks) is 
done on credit. What do they know about 
the energy and labor power going to waste 
for lack of money? Whatdo they care? 

Congressman Catchings is right. The 
democratic party cannot afford to ignore the 
silver question, and it cannot afford to make 
any man speaker of the house who is in 
favor of ignoring it. Judge Crisp is in 
favor of tariff reform and the free coinage 
of silver, and he stands with an overwhelin- 
ing majority of the democratic party. 


Mrs. Davis and Her Book. 

It seems that Mrs. Jefferson Davis is pur- 
sued by misfortune. Her book, The Me- 
moirs of Jefferson Davis, has been exten- 
sively sold throughout the country, and it 
was thought until a few days ago that her 
share of the proceeds would be quite a hand- 
some sum. 

But the failure of her publishers, the Bel- 
ford Company, has left Mrs. Davis with 
very slight hope of realizing any money out 
of her work. Under the contract she was 
entitled to $4,000 last June. The Belford 
Company admits its indebtedness, but pleads 
insolvepcy. To make the matter worse, the 
company some time ago transferred the 
book, and Mrs. Davis is unable either to 
control the work or recover anything ina 
lawsuit, 

It is well known that the income of the 
Davis family is very limited, and it was 
generally expected that the sale of the 
„Memoirs“ would bring Mrs. Davis at least 
$20,000. She gave her entire time for 
twelve months to the preparation of the 
manuscript for publication, and the work in 
the opinion of leading statesmen and liter- 
ary men is a valuable contribution to our 
history. It is a bitter disappointmeht to 
the widow of the confederate president to 
fell that all her labor is lost, and the public 
will share that feeling with her. 

An effort will be made by the friends of 
Mrs. Davis to save something for her out of 
the Belford wreck, and if possible an arrange- 
ment will by be made by which she will 
share the future profits arising from the sale 
of the book.

HE CAUTIONS TOLERANCE AND HARMONY 


“Do Unto Others as You Would Be Done 
By Open the Doors of Democracy 
Instead of Closing Them. 


At the request of a large number of the 
members of the legislature, Tus CoNnsTITU- 
TION publishes today the full text of the 
speech of Mr. Clark Howell, made at the 
Young Men’s Democratic League rally.

ATLANTA, Ga., September 16, 1891.—Messrs. W. 
R. Kemp, R. A. Reid, W. H. Fleming, J. T. Boi- 
feuillet, R H. Lewis, T. J. Barrett and Others, 
House of Representatives. Dear Sirs: Replying 
to your courteous and complimentary request that 
my remarks at Friday night’s rally of the demo- 
cratic league be published in full “for the benefit 
of the party,“ I beg to say that it gives me pleasure 
to comply with your request. 

As you know, the speech was delivered under 
very unpropitious circumstances—12 :30 o’clock a.

MR. HOWELL’S SPEECH 


Delivered Before the Young Men's Demo- 
cratic League Tuesday Last. 

‘‘Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen— 
At this early hour in the morning I would be 
uneircumspect indeed, and would be doing 
violence to my own sense of propriety, not to 
speak of the patience of the audience, were I 
to consent to detain you any longer. [Cries of 
„go on, go on.“ . 

„Tam the seventh speaker, and it is now 
half-past 12 o’clock. I am sorry that I am on 
the list at all, for the simple fact that no man 
can do justice to himself or to his subject 
at such an unseasonable hour. There 
is no disappointment in it to me, 
however, as I saw, by judicious calcula- 
tion, that my name could not be reached in 
the regular order much before midnight. It 
is best that it should not have been, for ftom 
this platform tonight, you have had the pleas- 
ure of hearing undoubted and unequivocal 
democratic doctrine from the lips of speakers 
better fitted to talk to you than I am. 
Under the circumstances, therefore, I will 
not detain you longer than to say that if the 
time were ripe for lengthy utterance from me, 


I would occupy it with my whole soul in a 


lea for unity and harmony and party concil- 
ation. [Applause.] I have no set ae to 
make tonight. What I shall say shall be only 
in simple reference and reply to suggestions 
made by other speakers. I could talk on this 
subject from now until daylight, for out of the 
fullness of a democratic heart a democratic 
mouth should find no trouble in speaking.

I have listened attentively and with great 
pleasure to all of the addresses made 
tonight. All that has been said in 
gloritication and in praise of the party 
of the ple meets with my hearty approba- 
tion.

We should, in demanding a 
right to our own convictions, yield to 
others the same right that we ask for our- 
selves. [Applause.] It is undoubtedly more 
undemocratic to denounce as a craze a demand 
on which the party is united and for whichi it 
has fought in several sessions of congress, than 
it is for a large element of the party to come 
before it with the respectful request for the 
consideration of a measure which is advocated 
for the supposed relief there is in it. [Ap- 
plause.} I may or may not be right. That is 
not the question. The thing we have to ask 
is that all democrats abide by the action of the 
majority of the party, and when you say you 
do, you announce your fealty just as earnestly 
as I claim mine, . 

„And now, fellow democrats, in conclusion, 
let me make a plea for tolerance. Give the

CAPTURED IN FLORIDA BY DETECTIVES. 


How They Were Spotted and Pursued. 
Trailing the Robbers to 
Their Den. 


al oe 
8 


SAVANNAH, Ga., September 16.— [Spe- 
cial. Detective skill and cunning have tri- 
umphed, and the main parties, all Savan- 
mahians, implicated in last Friday night’s 
express car robbery are now under arrest. 

The following telegram was received by 
Agent Cooper, of the Southern Express 
Company, at 5 o’clock this afternoon. 

“Maprtson, Fla., September 16.—Captured 
all three robbers this morning at 3:30 
o'clock, near Mosely Hall, seventeen miles 
south of Madison, and secured nearly all 
the money. C. L. Myers.” 

The names of the three captured are: 

J. E. DLAUGHTER, a brakeman, who 
resides at 14 Margaret street. 

J. A. TURNER, flagman, who resides at 
16 Purse street. 

J. M. PERKINS, also a flagman, 
lives at 2303 Charlton street. 

All were, until recently, in the Central's 
employ. 

The detectives at work on the case, have 
followed up the trail and put the clues to- 
gether in a manner that would do credit 
to the heroes of the dime-novel tales. 

With the flimiest and slightest kind of clue 
to work on at the outset, they have succeeded, 
in four days’ time, in ferreting out the guilty 
parties, and putting them under arrest. In 
addition to this, they have recovered the 
greater part of the stolen booty. The robbers, 
it is learned, stole $400 in money and a one- 
thousand-dollar bond. The bond and $75 of 
the money have been recovered, making the 
actual loss to the express company only $325. 

The detectives who have been working at 
the case and who made the capture are T. B. 
Jackson, the man who ran Rube Burrows 
down; Si Basch, of Savannah, one of the 
keenestin the south; Captain Crim, of At- 
Janta, and Detective Bedford, of Atlanta. 
Superintendent C. L. Myers, of the Southern 
Express Company, was also on the spot when 
the capture was made. 

The three men, when cornered by the de- 
tectives, made a desperate resistance, and it 
was only after a fierce struggle that they were 
overpowered. 

The detectives went out to No. 277 Henry 
street lane, a place of unsavory repute, last 
Saturday evening. It was there that the in- 
formation was secured that finally led to the 
detection and capture of the robbers. The de- 
tectives had the very slightest grounds for 
thinking that the women in the house knew 
anything of the robbery, and it was more as an 
experiment than anything else that Wethei- 
horn approached one of them. 

One of the women in the house has told 
all about the robbery,’’ he remarked, know- 
ingly to her. 

It the s--of—a—b— has given it all away,.“ 
Was the reply, I'Il give up the money I’ve 
got to you.” 

Accordingly she went in the house and 


who 


brought out the one-thousand-dollar bond. 


The three robbers were in the habit of 
frequently visiting this house. They took 
the women into their confidence in re- 
gard to the proposed robbery and told 
their plans. The women 
endeavored to dissuade them from 
their purpose, but without avail. Their re- 
monstrances were laughed at, DeLaughter re- 
marking scornfully that it would not be the 
first time he had tried his hand at affairs of 
this kind. The women’s efforts at dissuasion 
did not last long, for they finally made them 
the masks, which they wore when the robbery 
was committed. 

It is supposed that the three men boarded 
the train at Savannah at 8:10 o’clock, but this 
is not known positively. After the robbery 
had been consummated they skirted around in 
a southeasterly direction, entering the city in 
the vicinity of Laurel Grove cemetery, between 
11 and 12 o’clock that night. They at once 
went to the house on Henry street, where they 
remained all night. The booty was divided 
here and each of the women in the house was 
given $22. 

They had, according to reports, a high old 
time on that Friday night. 

Didn't I pull that bell cord handsomely ?” 
Perkins asked DeLaughter. 

“Yes, d—n you,” said DeLaughter, ‘‘and 
you had to go and stum ble in that ditch after 
getting off the train and discharge your pistol, 
causing all the rest to fire.“ 

‘This accounts for the volley fired at the 
train. A short distance from the railroad 
track is a ditch, partly covered with branches 
and brush. Perkins stumbled in this, and 


when he fell his pistol went off accidentally, 


giving the alarm tothe passengers. In order

tectives, with Superintendent Myers, pro- 
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tons. Agent Cooper says that the entire 
matter of superintending the detective 
work and devising the plans of pro- 
cedure have been in his hands. 

As before stated, however, he has been ably 


assisted by Basch, Wetherhorn, Bedford and 


Crim. The local papers have been in pos- 
session of the facts in the case for a day or 
two, but withheld the publication of the story 
for fear that it would ruin the work of the de- 
tectives and result in the escape of the crim- 
inals. 

It is the opinion of Agent Cooper and a 
great many others that the three men arrested 
are hot the only ones concerned in the robbery. 
Perkins is a married man and lived with his 
wife at 230} Charlton street. Turner is also a 
married man and has a wife and three chil- 
dren. His wife has not lived with him for 
three months. DeLaughter is supposed to be 
a single man. He had been in the employ of 
the Central Railroad Company for 
over two years. He is said to be 
the worst character of the three. All three 
of the men have been engaged in the 
systematic robbery of the cars of the Central 
railroad that has been going on for some years 
past. Proof of this was found at the house of 
the woman. It is believed that one of them 
will turn state’s evidence, and that other mem- 
bers of the gang, of whom there ate believed 
to be several, will be caughtin this way. 

The extreme penalty that can be inflicted 
on the robbers on all charges growing out of 
the robbery is twenty years’ imprisonment. It 
is probable that the extreme penalty of the 
law will be meted out in order to make of 
them an example for other aspiring men with 
a similar inclination. 

The three men who robbed an express car 
on the Central railroad near Savannah last 
Friday night were arrested yesterday morning 


at 4 o’clock. 
They were captured near Madison, Fla., and 


two Atlanta detectives, Bedford and Crim, 
were largely instrumental in the success of the 


chase. | 
This information was received by Route 
Agent O. F. Owen in a telegram received yes- 


terday. : 

The three men arrested, according to the 
telegram, were J. E. DeLaughter, J. M. Per- 
kins and J. A. Turner, all ex-employes of the 
Central road. All are known as desperate 
men, and the first has killed two men. 

The arrest was made after a sharp battle, 
the robbers making greatresistance. The par- 
ticulars of the fight were not sent to Mr. Owen. 

The amount taken by them was $1,500, 
nearly all of which was recovered by the offi 
cers. 

Tuesday the men had been spotted and part 
of the money secured. The officers were sure 
the day before that they would catch their 
men, and in anticipation of getting them in 
Florida, Mr. E. F. Cary, of the company, came 
to Atlanta to get requisition papers. He had 
the names of the men wanted, and secured 
the papers Tuesday. 

Yesterday morning he returned to Savannah 
and Florida with them. 

Detectives Crim and Bedford are expected 
in Atlanta today or tomorrow. The prisoners 
will be carried to Savannah today. 

About the matter Mr. Owen said: . 

„Atlanta should certainly be proud of her 
detectives. I don't think there are better in 
the country. Crim and Bedford have done a 
great deal in this work, and are as good men 
as I know. 

„C. L. Myers, superintendent at Jackson- 
ville, and our detective, T. B. Jackson, as- 
sisted in the work and did a great deal. Jack- 
son is the man who traced Rube Burrows, and 
is a splendid officer. Detective Basch, of 
Savannah, also aided. 

“I think it’s time these robbers were learn- 
ing that they can’t get away, and the express 
company is willing to spend any gmouns of 
money to catch and punish them.“

In Dawson county Special Deputy L. C 
seized a 40-gallon ooh p⁰Der still, cap and 4 
1,000 gallons of beer, eleven fermenters, 
and a quantity of meal and malt. The own- 
ers of this, B. F. Bogan and J. T. Bogan, 
were arrested and, after seeing their 
possessions destroyed, were brought up for a 
preliminary hearing and bound over. 

Near Cornelia, in Habersham county, Dep- 
uty Marshal O. J. Reynolds found a distillery, 
said to belong to Jasper G. Lavender. The 
owner was gone, but shortly afterwards was 
met going to court asa witness. Later in the 
day he was put under arrest and bound over 
by Commissioner Gaston, at Gainesville. 

In Clarksville, James Gibson and Will 
Meyers were arrested at their distilleries by 
Deputy Marshal A. M. Burell. The place 
was destroyed and Meyers captured, while 
about to goto Alabama. Gibson eluded the 
officers and made Free his escape. Commis 
sioner Gaston bound Meyers over. 

Deputy Marshals Hetherington and Camp- 
bell returned yesterday from a raid in Chat- 
tooga county, where they went on Monday. 
The officers seized the distillery looked for, 
but it was not in operation and there were no 
parties in the vicinity. 

Almost a Tragedy. 

Deputy Marshal A. M. Burell, of Cornelia, 
was up for trial in Clarksville yesterday, 
charged with riot. 

A few days ago the officer was searching for 
several moonshiners near the town. He failed 
to find them and returned to Clarksville. He 
came to quite a prominent road there, when 
he was met and attacked by two well-known 
illicit distillers, ‘‘Bud’” Youngblood and 
“‘Wash’’ Gabels. This was after several 
words that indicated a bad feeling. The two 
men sprang upon him with drawn knives and 
slashed athim. The officer saw that he was 
in tight quarters, and backing a short distance 
drew his pistol. He covered the fellows, who 
would otherwise have either killed or badly 
wounded him. 

The attack was brought about by a bitter 
hatred felt for Burell by the moonshiners in 
that district. 

All three men were arrested and charged 
with riot. They were turned loose to appear 
for trial this week. Youngblood and Gabels 
left Clarksville, and the case against Burell 
‘has been continued till the March term, during 
which interval an effort will be made to get 
the two moonshiners. 

The Case Ended.

Parks tells them of his trip. How be sold 
his possessions here and with his wife and 
children sailed for Africa. How after reach- 
ing that country he found it full of ignorant 
natives and designing people who had gone 
there for gain. How poor the . 
and how expensive was ordinary food, such 
as few from this country could 
exist upon. Then the climate, hot and sickly, 
and the pests in the shape of poisonous insects 
and pestilent disease. 

„He draws a picture, showing that the 
country is not only one where life is miserable, 
but that even if endured there can be no 
financial or other gain. He shows that to an 
American negro therecan be no happiness 
there, and that he knows from dear experience 
what foolishness there is in a trip. 

To all this Gaston answers by saying the 
man is a fraud, paid to tell these liés, and that 
he has never been out of the United States. 

A big majority of the negroes say the same, 
and Parks's story is spoken of with scorn. 

Instead of stopping the African craze, his 
return adds fuel, and never before have At- 
lanta negroes been in a more excited state 
about leaving for the land of darkness. 

Tonight Parks delivers a free lecture, to 
which all are invited. 

Tomorrow night Gaston talks again, and 
will continue gathering his crowds until time 
for sailing, so he says 

He will have a great number out, and nine- 
tenths of the negroés appear deeply enthused 
in the scheme.

How He Played His Role. 


VALPARAISO, Chile, via Galveston, Tex., 
ber 14.—Balmaceda has escaped from 

the clutches of his enemies, and is now safe on 
the high seas under the protection of the 


United States flag. 
All the time the soldiers of the junta were 


guarding the snowy passes of the Andes to 
prevent his getting up into the Argentine Re- 
public, and the police of the new provisional 
government were searching the monasteries in 
‘ and around Santiago for the fugutive ex- 
president, he was hiding in this city. 

Here he was more apt to escape detection 
than anywhere else, for his opponents never 
dreamed that he would dare to return to 
Valparaiso, they being assured he had fied 
from it. 

A rumor reaches me of the house where he 
received shelter, but, as it is unconfirmed, I 
do not want to do the proprietor an injustice 
by stating what may turn out to be untrue. 

Balmaceda iBegs for Protectio 

At any rate, Balmaceda had ch his 
refuge wisel forhe was enabled to throw 
himself on the mercy-of Admiral Brown, of the 
flag ship San Francisco, and beg to be saved 
from the revenge he feared from his foes. 

Admiral Brown did what all other foreign 
admirals would have done under similar cir- 
cumstances. He stepped in to save possibly a 
human life. In the name of humanity he con- 
sented to afford Balmaceda the shelter of his 
ship and the protection of the stars and stripes. 

ow to effect the ex-president’s escape was 
the next question. It was seen that it would 
be a most difficult undertaking, Balmaceda 
being so well known to and cor ially hated by 
so many-residents of Valparaiso. 
A Plan of Escape. 

After many plans had been suggested, dis- 
cussed and rejected as too risky, one was at 
last hit upon that it was thought would work 
successfully. „ 

This was nothing less than to have Balma- 
ceda disguise himself as a drunken United 
States sailor. The clothing was sent ashore in 

a market boat last night by order of Admiral 
— It was smuggled by oue of Balma- 
ceda’s faithful adherents into the house where 
the ex-president was in hiding. 

He carefully donned it, and, after a close in- 

— of hisnew and strange attire to see 
t there was nothing about the get-up which 
would arouse suspicion, he stole out by à rear 
entrance into the street. 
He Played His Part Well. 


Nightfall favored his disguise, and he had 
studied his part so well that he feigned a 
drunken tar to perfection. In his way toward 
the water front he rolled by many men who 
would have been delighted to have had the 
chance to seize and turn him over to the police 
authorities. In time he reached the spot in 
the harbor that had been arranged upon. 
There he found a boat awaiting him. It was 
manned by sturdy United States man-of-war’s 
men. Balmaceda, still maintaining his dis- 

, made his final drunken stumble and fell 
to the boat. * 

“Tt pushed off at once and in a short time the 
ex- president, all signs of niebriety at an end, 
clambered swiftly up the ropes and was saved. 
He went at once to one of the cabins aft of 
the San Francisco and did not again show 
himself above deck. That part of the vessel 
‘was reserved solely for its prominent guest. 
Nobody was allowed to visit his cabin. 

Would Not Discuss It. 

The officers of the San Francisco were ques- 
tioned about the matter, but resolutely refused 
to discuss it. The San Francisco left Valpa- 
raiso this evening for Callao. Thence it will 
sail for California. Balmaceda may elect to 
land at Callao, where many of his leading 
partisans have already been taken by foreign 
Ships, on board of which they sought refuge 
‘ after the fall of Val paraiso.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day en the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 16.— The stock market to- 
day displayed more activity than for a long time, but 
at the same time it was irregular in its movements, the 
bear and bull forces distributing their strength un- 
equally over the list; and, while some stocks this 
evening are materially higher, others are lower, anda 
majority is with the latter. The great feature of the 
early trading was the heavy and apparently enthusias- 
tic buying for foreign account, but advantage was 
taken of this demand by many domestic holders to 
realize on their stocks, and a feverish and generally 
strong market was succeeded by a slow but steady de- 
pression in the afternoon. Advices from abroad were 
all of a most encouraging nature, and the rush to buy 
caused an extraordinarily active business during the 
first hour, and, in fact, during the whole forenoon, 
but later a cessation in this urgent demand permitted 
adeclinein prices, while the market quieted down 
perceptibly. Union Pacific was the special point of 
attack for the bears, the only reason given for selling 
being the rumors of a forthcoming unfavorable state- 
ment, but quantities of other leading stocks, including 
someof the Vanderbilts, were thrown upon the mar- 
ket, and hence most of the active stocks are slightly 
lower as a result of the day’s operations, After Union 
Pacific, which was strong in the early dealings, Grang- 
ers were pressed for sale most urgently, and many of 
them show large fractional losses for the day. The 
opening was active, strong and confident, and, not- 
withstanding the pressure to sell, the morning hours 
saw a material advance all along the line, under the 
lead of the stocks mentioned, but the slacking off of 
the demand gave the bears the advantage later in the 
day, and prices all through the afternoon yielded 
slowly but steadily, and before the close almost all the 
early gains were wiped out, with something in addi- 
tion. Ontario and Western sold up to 22%, but reacted 
to 215 at the close, but Reading rose to 39, and closed 
at its highest figure. Kansas and Texas preferred 
rose {to 28%, but settled back to 27%.. The market 
finally closed active and heavy to weak, with some 
fractional losses from the first prices as a rule. The 
final changes of note include advances of 2 in Kansas 
and Texas preferred, 1% in Reading, 1K in Ontario 
and Western, and 1½ in Cordage, while Burlington 
scored a loss of 1 per cent. Sales of listed stocks, 493,- 
000 shares; unlisted, 12,000.
